MONDAY 
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THE DISARMAMENT 
PROBLEM 


Those who are hoping that the 
cause of world peace may be serv 
cd by the Disarmament Confer- 
enee pow sitting in Geneva have 
probably followed the progress of 
the deliberations — with ~~ mixed 
feelings of hope and disappoint- 
ment. In the four months that 
have passed since its opening, 
there has been little to justify the 
belief that the Conference would 
succeed in erecting a definite mile- 
stone in mankind’s march towards 
an international order from which 
not only war itself would be ex- 
cluded: but also the whole destruc- 
tive machinery of war. ~The or- 
dinary people of the, different na- 
tions know that the world ig 
spending nine hundred millions a 
year on armaments, They. know, 
too, that this colossal expenditure 
is not only a dreadful burden 
which falls’upon them, but that 
the armaments which it brings 
into existence constitute one of

on armaments." American public 
feeling on. this matter is an 
important factor and | perhaps 
one of the determining ones, and 
It depends largely upon Europe it- 
self whether or not American 
opinion ts to become more favour- 
ablo in its attitude towards the 
enncellation of War at and 
Roparations, But tho results of 
the Disarmamont Conference so 
far havo'not been very encourag- 
ing. Whethor the cautious but 
optimistic statements that have 


based or not remains to be seen. 
The Prime Minister declares that 
“in apite of all difficulties, I be- 
lieve that very subtantial and cs- 
sential work can be done. A 
failure, in view. of its consequen- 
ces, is unthinkable.” The Pre- 
aident of the Conference (Mr. 
Hlenderaon) states that “The Dis- 
armament Conference js going 
yory slowly but it ig not going to 
break. We want to bring about 4 
practical success.” Then, again, 
Mr. Stimson, the Ameriean: Sccre- 
tary of State, observes that “the 
problems are both serious and 
complex and their solution will 
require time and patience. Never- 
theless, ¥ believe that It will be 
successful,” ‘ 

It ja to be hoped that events 
will justify theae assurances. The 
people may not be clamorous In 
their demands, but it is beyond 
doubt that they aro inwardly firm 
In their conviction that a sub- 
stantial mengure of all-round dis- 
armament fs essential not only to 
genera) world pence but to the 
atnbility. and improvement — of 
their own social conditions. Much 
fa expected, and much can be done 
despite the dimcultices and = ob- 
structions that have obtruded 
themaelves in the Conference 30 
far. Failure is unthinkable, he- 
cruse failure would be both a 
tragedy anda crime, The Geneva 
Conference is Indeed the acid test 
not only of the sincerity of staten- 
men but alao of their capacity. 


Liberian Persecutions. 


The atrocities committed on the 
Kru coast by Liberian Government 
forces, in the name of law and 
order, serve to emphanise the im- 
perative need for the civilized 
world to set Liberia's house in 
order, Two international commis: 
sions appointed by the League of 
Nations have established beyond 
dispute that slavery with all its 
evils prevalls in this West African 
state upon a ‘scale of no small 
dimensions. A detailed scheme of 
reform has been drafted and the 
question of the international loan 
naked. for by the Liberian Govern- 
ment to enable it to do what has 
been suggested has come up for 
‘final discussion by the League of 
Nations. Max. Henry L. Stimson, 
the Seeretary, of State of the 
United States, recently declared 
that either slavery fn this un- 
official American protectorate must 
be ended, or its President, Mr. 
Charles King, lose his office. (It 
is now 110 years since Liberia 
was founded as a home for freed 
American slaves, The question of 
international action to put an end 
to slavery there has long been 
under - discussion, A climax was 
reached in 1929 when the League 
of Nations took"the matter In hand 
and an authoritative committee 
comprising Dr. Cuthbert Christy, 
Dr. Johnson and Sir Arthur Bar- 
clay went out to West Africa to 
investigate. This committee issued 
a report in the latter part of 1980 
which showed that the situation 
was even Worse than had been sup- 
posed. A Lengue of. Nations com- 
mittee went into the situation in 
the light of this report early In 
1931. A body of highly qualified 
experts, including Mr. Thomas 
Ligthart, M.. Brunot and Dr. 
Mackenzie, was sent to Liberia 
and drew up a scheme of reforms. 
This scheme was submitted to the 
League of Nations committee, In 
the meantime the British, French 
and United States Governments— 
acting, happily, in unison—have 
found it necessary to add to paat 
protests ‘by addressing “fresh re- 
presentations officially described as 
“urgent” to the Liberian Govern- 
ment in consequence of “the con- 
tinued persecoution of the Kru po- 
pulntion by government forees.” 
The Krus are an industrious 
African race largely employed as 
snilorg on European vessels trad- 
ing along the Liberian coast. They 
are reasonably entitled to look for 
sympathy to the white men who 
employ them. Exactly what form 
intervention will take has not yat 
been fully decided, but an arrange- 
ment scomsa fensible whereby the 
granting of a Joan would be con- 
dittoned by Lengue of Natlons 
control of the administration 
suMciently closc'to enablo at least 
tho worst of tho abuses to bo re- 
moved.

these two saasociations had hoen 
taken up for somo timo but {t was 
about two years ago that o special 
committee was selected by tho ass0- 
elations to prosecute this Important 
aim, Tho result of this was that 
the difficulties confronting an 
amalgamation were less and Ices. 
Members of both associations took 
keen intorest in tho promotion of 
public health and due to their co- 
operative spirit a good many medi- 
cal terms were translated into 
Chinese for the first time. 
Amalgamation Successful, 
“About alx months ogo concrete 
evidence was secured that an nmal- 
gamation was highly desirable and 
a resolution was consequently 
reached to orgahise a first meeting 
in April'‘this year, but this was 
unfortunately delnyed owing to the 
Sino-Japanese — troubles. During 
the past six months membors of 
the Special Committca had met 
and discussed the question of amal- 
gamation with frankness and a 
good spirit of co-operation, The 


‘Nattonal Medical Association pro- 


posed that it should go out of exis- 
tence, and In April, a4 a result of 
the happy union of theac associn- 
tions the Chinene Medical Associa- 
tion was created, 

Tho Chinese Medical and Phar- 
maceutical Association, which has 
a few hundred members has also 
made an approach for an namal- 
gamation with the new Chinere 
Medical Associntion. 

Doctors’ Interest. 

Dr, New also related that in 1927 

the Chinese: Government pasacd 


new legislation which far from as-- 


sisting Western medical science, 
was considered obstructive, and on 
this account a Medical Practi- 
tioners’ Association was organised 
by the doctors {gr the protection 
of their interesta, 

Stressinge the need for one repre- 
sentative Medical Association to 
meet the Government and the 
Public unitedly Dr. New said a 
Council will be formed for the 
protection of the medical profes- 
sion as it was considered that the 
medical practitioners were having 
a hard time ff not actually under 
persecution. This Council would 
defend the legal side of the medical 
profession. He suggested that an- 
other Council should be formed for 
the furtherance of medical mission- 
ary work in China, while a special 


Council looking after medical edu- 


cation and giving constant assist- 
ance in raising the standard of 
medical tenching was also a great 
need, These — Councils would 
look after the sectional — in- 
terests of the Chinese Medical 
Association, 

Dr. New expressed warm appre- 
ciation, of the response from 
different cities in China during.the 
recent Shanghai trouble, and hoped 
that in future in fighting against 
epidemics there would be similar 
response, He concluded by inform- 
ing those present that the first con- 
ference of the Chinese Medical As- 
sociation would be held: in the Jast 
week in September artd he hoped to 
see as many as possible of the 
Hongkong doctors attend. (Ap- 
plause). 

Dr. New was accorded hearty 
thanks by the Chairman for his 
illuminating address, nfter which 
the gathering was served with light 
refreshments, -

ELDEST SON YN OF CAPTAIN 
ROBERT DOLLAR 


’ The 
Dollar Steamship Company has 
received information stating that 
Mr. Melville Dollar, the eldest son 
of the late Captain Robert Dol- 
lar, died suddenly from heart at- 
tack last Friday, the funeral tak- 
ing place in Vancouver yesterday.

DR. NEW'S SPEECH 


Giving a roview of the history 
of the Chinn Medical’ Association 
and the National Medical Associn- 
tlon and-the recent amalgamation 
of the two associations, Dr. W. S. 
New, the first President of the 
Chinese Medicnl Association, de- 
livered an interesting speech at: 
the Chinese Merchants Club in 
Chinn Building’ on Saturday 
evening, on the occasion of a fare- 
well reception given by the mem- 
bers of the Hongkong branch of 
the Association. ; 

A big gathering of prominent 
foreign and Chincse medical “men 
waa at the reception and among 
them were Dr. and Mrs. Arthur 
Woo, Dr. E. W. Kirk, Dr. M. O. 
Pfister, Dr. T. Y. Li, Dr. M. H. 
Hoahing Dr. F. 1. Tseung, Dr, T. 
C. Yip, Dr. S. C. Ho. Dr. Ma Luk, 
Dr, Lai Kwong-yuk, Dr. Chau Wei- 
cheung, Dr. I, Ashton, Dr. Chan 
Ping-in Dr. T. Z Bou, Dr. Lam 
Shiuewah, Dr. K. C. Yeo, T. C. 
Wong, Dr. Y. Y. Tang, and a large 
number of nurses and dressers who 
recently returned from Shanghai 
after participating in the relief of 
the Chinese wounded. : 

In his welcoming speech Dr. 
Arthur Woo, who presided, said 
that the reception was given by 
members of the Hongkong Branch 
of the Chinese Medical Association 
to say good-bye to two distin- 
gulshed. persons In Dr. ang Mrs. 
New, who were returning to Shang- 
hat. He was sure that Dr. New 
would not leave Hongkong without 
siving farewell message and per- 
naps a word of encouragement and 
a bit of good advice. 


After references to Dr. and Mra. 
New’s hospitality to the Hongkong, 
Chinese doctors, nurses and 
dressers during their visit to 
Shanghai in connexion with the 
relief of the Chinese wounded, Dr. 
Woo sald that some time ago Dr. 
New made the remark here that 
Hongkong was the first city to res- 
pond to the call for assistance dur- 
ing the recent crisis, and on this 
occasion Dr. Woo could say that 
the distinguished’ guest, Dr. New, 
was the firat Chincse to organise an 
Orthopaedic Hospital, the first 
Chinege to be elected a Fellow of. 
the American ‘Collegeof ‘Surgeons, 
the first Chinese to use animal 
bones for fracture cases, and final- 
ly_he had the distinction of becom- 
iW the first President of the 
Chinese Medical Assoctation. 

After-remarking that the Asso- 
ciation could not -have chosen a bet- 
ter man than Dr. New, the Chafr- 
mann concluded his speech by saying 
that such a distinguished carcer 
was made possible by the assiatance 
of Mrs. New, the Inventor of a 
model kitchen in the hospital in 
Shanghai. 


China’s Medical Associations, 


In reply Dr. New thanked tho 
hosts for thelr kindness, generosity 
and hospitality and regretted that 
his stay in Hongkong was s0 short. 
adding that it had been’ a great 
inspiration to him to'see what the 
medical colleagues were doing in 
Hongkong. . 

Reviewing ‘the carly history of 
the organisation of medical asso- 
ciations in China, Dr. New said 
that when Western medical science 
was first introduced to China some 
4G years ngo a group of miasionary 
doctors first organised the China 
Medical “Missionary ‘Association, 
which consisted almost entirely of 
missionary workers. Later, Chineso 
doctors vere also admitted to this 
Association, In 1915 the National 
Medical Association was formed, 
which, however, was not a rival to 
the senior association. During

THE DISARMAMENT 
PROBLEM 


Those who are hoping that’ the 
cause of world peace may be serv- 
ed by the Disarmament Confer- 
ence now gitting in Geneva have 
probably followed the progress of 
the deliberations with . mixed 
feelings of hope and disappoint- 
ment. In the four months that 
have passed since its opening, 
there has been little to justify the 
holief that the Conference would 
succeed in erecting a definite mile- 
atone in mankind's march towards 
an international order from which 
not only war itself would be ex- 
cluded but also the whole destruc- 
tive machinery of war. The or- 
dinary people of the different na- 
tions know that the world is 
spending nine hundred millions a 
yenr on armaments, They know, 
too, that this colossal expenditure 
is not only a dreadful burden 
which falls upon them, but that 
the armaments which it brings 
into existence constitute one of 
the greatest mennces to world peace 
and security. They want to be 
rid of the curse of armament com- 
petition, a manifestation of which 
is to be gound ‘in the Inability of 
France and Italy to come to an 
agreement that will bring them 
within. the frame-work of . the 
London Treaty. 

Agreement for a‘substantial re- 
duction in national armaments 
would not only bring direct relicf 
to nn overburdened Europe, but it 
would algo ease the way to an en- 
lightened handling of the problem 
of War Debts ond Reparations 
which fin one of the chief pre- 


‘occupations of the officin] states- 


men, Sir Harold Bellman, the 
Managing. Director of the Abbey 
Road ‘Building Society, who has 
just returned to England from 
America, states that. “in the mind 
of the ordinary American citizen 
there is a deep-rooted conviction 
that dobt relfef to Europe will en- 
eburage European exponditure up- 
on armaments.”. American public 
feeling on this matter Is: an 
important fagtor and perhaps 
ono of the determining ones, and- 
it doponds largely upon Europe it- 
sclf whether’ or not American 
opinion is to become more favour- 
able in {ts attitude towards tho 
eancellation of War Debts and 
Reparations. But the results of 
the Disarmament -Conferenco s0 
far hava not been vory encourag- 
ing. Whether tho cautious but 
optimistic statements that’ havo 


based or not remains to be seen. 
The Prime Minister declares that 
“in spite of all diMfcultics, 1 be- 
Hove that very subtantial and ea. 
sontia! work can be done: A 
failure, In viow of its consequen- 
ces, 1g unthinkable.” The Pre- 
sident of the Conference 
Henderson) states that “The Dis- 


armament Conference ia golng 


very slowly but it is not going to 
brenk. We want to bring about 9 
practical “success.” “Then, again, 
Mr. Stimson, the American Sccre- 
tary of State, observes that “the 
problems aro doth serious and 
complex and thefr solution | will 
require time and patience. Never-" 
theless, I belleve that it will be 
successful.” 

It is to be hoped that 
will justify these assurances. The 
people may not be clamorous in 
their demands, but it in beyond 
doubt that they are inwardly firm 
in their conviction that & sub- 
atantial measure of all-round dis- 
armament is essential not only to 
general world pence but to the. 
stability and fmprovement of 
their own social conditions.

Liberian Persecutions. 


‘The atrocities committed on the 
Kru coast by Liberian Government 
forces, in the name of Iaw and 
order, serve to emphasise the im- 
perative need for: the civilized 
world to set Liberia's house in 
order. Two international commis- 
sions appointed by the League of 
Nations have eatablished beyond 
dispute that slavery with ‘all its 
evils prevails in this West African 
state upon a scale of no small 
dimensions, A detailed schemo of 
reform has been drafted and the 
question of the international loan 
asked for by the Liberiun Govern- 
ment to enable jt to do what has 
been suggested has. come. up for. 
final discussion by the League of 
Nations. Mr. Henry L. Stimson, 
the Secretary of State of the 
United States, recently declared 
that either slavery Jn thia  un- 
oficial American protectorate must 
be ended, or its President, Mr. 
Charles King, lose his office. Tt 
ia now 110 years since Liberia 
was founded 28 & home for freed 
American elaves. Tho question of 
international action to- put an end 
to slavery there has long been 
under discussion. A climax was 
reached ‘in 1929 when tho League 
of Nations took the matter in hand 
and an authoritative committec 
comprising Dr. Cuthbert Christy, 
Dr. Johnson and Sir Arthur Bar- 
clay went out to West Africa to 
investigate, This committee issued 
a report in the Intter part of 1930 
which showed that the situation 
was even worse thn had been aup- 
posed. A League of Nattons com- 
mittee went into the situation in 
the light of this report early in 
1931. A body of highly qualified 
experts, including Mr. Thomas 
Ligthart, M. Brunot and Dr. 
Mackenzie, was sent to Liberia 
and drew up a scheme of reforms. 
This scheme was submitted to the 
League of Nations committee. In 
the meantime’ the British, French 
and United States Governments 
acting, happily, in unison—have 
found it necessary to ‘add to past 
protests by addressing fresh re- 
presentations officially described as 
“urgent” to the Liberian Govern- 
ment in consequence of “the con- 
tinued persecution of the Kru po- 
pulation by government forces.” 
The Krua are an industrious 
African race largely .cmployed as 
sailors on European vesacla trad- 
ing along the Liberian coust. They 
are reasonably entitled to look for 
“sympathy to the white men .who 
employ them. Exactly what form 
Intervention will take has not yet 
been fully decided, but an arrange- 
ment seems feasible whereby the 
granting of a Ioan would be con- 
ditloned by League of Nations 
control of the. administration 
sufficiently close to enable at least 
the worat of tho abuses, to bo ro- 
moved. There {s no question of 
substituting European for Negro

OME YEARS AGO a bored 
’ visitor to the British Musc- 
um, while passing through tho 
rooms .. containing Egyptian ex- 
hibits, suddenly exclaimed; “Why 
couldn't these old chaps dio and be 
buried like we do, instead of get- 
ting made into mummics and com- 
ing here to baother us about who 
thoy were and when they lived?” 
And, to cap that Httle story of 
indifference. verging on igorance, 
I myself once overheard o flippant 
youth roply to an elderly com- 
panion’s lecture on the magnifi- 
cence of the statuary in one ofthe 
sumo rooms by humming the re- 
frain of 1 comic song: “Ain't It 
gr-r-and to be bloomin’ well dead !"” 
These scoffers had not realised 
that they were looking at the relics 
of a life that was once as varied 
and vivid as our own, that they 
were in the presence of tho por- 
trait-statuea and the very bodics 
of men and women who,-had once 
been much more like than unlike 
themselves. Ina word, they know 
nothing of Archaclogy.

In point of fnct, Archacology’ 
has a more poignant appeal to 
mankind's “giant heart of nomo- 
ries and tenre” than any of the 
modern sefences. It hana conjured 
up out-of the deep dust of ages, 
ag Lazarus owas raised from the 
grave, forgotten races, religions 
and languager, and brought them 
to life again, The archncologist 
may be hasty in his deductions at 
times and furnish us with a little 
fuel for the ‘“audden glory" of 
lnughter. 

But hia pursuit of “digging up 
Knowledge” has long since passed 
beyond the “resch of ridicule. 
Truth is the object of his quest, 
but almost always he finds beauty 
py the way.

{t Js his unfaltering faith that 
his study of the sepulehred life of 
men in every time and clime helps 
Man to Hve up to the heaven- 
descended maxim: “Know Thy- 
self.’ “Hila whole business,” sald 
one of the true archacologists, “ts 
to hide the gulf between Yesterday 
and To-day. . . . The Present is 
too small for him; and it is there- 
fore that he calls 50 insistently 
to the Past to come forth from the 
darkness and augment it.”

Certainly the results of the ex- 
ploration of the Oxyrhynchus rub- 
bish heaps by Grenfell and Hunt 
were vastly more important. The 
harvest of papyri was enormous, 
and on the accond day one of the 
most famous manuscript in the 
world was found, the Sayings of 
Jesus, of which one is a witness 
to the immanent Deity: “Raise 
the stone and there thou shalt find 
me, cleave the wood and there 
aml.” Moroover, the examination 
of. theso papyri in Greek script, 
including those which had been 
used to make mummy cases, pro- 
duced such * priceless. treasure- 
trove as the whole of one of the 
vanished Odos of Sappho, an on- 
trancing love-poem, and the 
reator part of a lost play of 
Euripides. : ‘ 


We must have our Institute 0 
Archacology, to be a world-centre 
of practical study, if only because 
England has always led the way 
in the exploration of the prehis- 
toric past. I do not wish to under- 
rate the achievementa of other 
nations in this illimitable domain. 
For example, it was one of Na- 
poleon’s officers who discovered in 
1799 the Rosetta Stone (the dis- 
covery: was. assigned. to Rosita 
Forbes in o Fifth Form boy's 
essay written not so very” long 
ago!), the inscriptions on which, 
one of them being in Greek, proved . 
a master-key to the interpretation 
of the Egyptinn hieroglyphs. By 
the Treaty of Capitulation of 1802

JAPAN'S POLICY | 


CHINESE VIEWS ON SPEECH 


Nanking, June 6, 

In reference to Vincount Saito’s

He regarded Viscount — Saito’s 
statement as unilateral, saying 
that the causes of the Shanghai 
incident were Japanese aggression, 
and if the Japanese did not adopt 
hostile action nothing untoward 
could happen in Shanghai.

cammittee was selected by tha asso- 
clations to prosecute this Important 


alm. The result of this was that | 


the diMculties confronting an 
amalgamation were Ies3 and less. 
Members of both associations took 
keen Interest {n the promotion of 
publio health and duc to thelr co- 
operative spirit a good many medi- 
cal terms were translated into 
Chinese for tho first time. 
Amalgamation Successful. 

About six months ago concrete 
evidence was secured that an amal- 
gamation was highly destrable. and 
rn resolution was  connequently 
renched to organise a firat mecting 
in April thia year, but this was 
unfortunately deluyed owing to the 
Sino-Japanese — troubles. During 
the past alx months members of 
the Speclal Committee had = met 
and discussed the question of amal- 
gamation with frankness anda 
good spirit of co-operation., The 
National Medical Association pro- 
posed that it should go out of exis- 
tence, and jn April, a8 a result of 
the happy union of these associa- 
tions the Chinese Medical Associa- 
tion was created. 

The Chinese Medical and Phar- 
maceutical Association, which has 
a few hundred members has also 
made an approach for an amal- 
gamatlon with the new Chinese 
Medical Association. 


Doctors’ Interest. 


Dr, New also related that in 1927 
the Chinese Government —pasacd 
new legislation which far from as- 
sisting: Western medical actence, 
we considered obstructive, and on 
this account n° Medical Practl- 
ficners’ Association, was organised 
by the doctora for the protection 
of their intereata. 

Stressing the need for one repre- 
sentative Medical Assoclation to 
meet the Government and the 
Public unttedly Dr. New said a 
Council will be formed for the 
protection of the medical profes- 
sion as it was considered that the 
medical practitioners were having 
a hard time if not actually under 
persecution, This Councll would 
defend the legal side of the medical 
profession. He suggested that, an- 
other Council should be formed for 
the furtherance of medical misalon- 
ary work in China, while a special 
Council looking after medical edu- 
cation and giving constant asalst- 
ance in rnising the standard of 
medical tenching was also a great 
need, These — Councila would 
look after the — sectional — in- 
terests ‘of the Chinese * ee 
Axsocintion, 

‘Dy. New expressed warm appre. 
ciation 7 of — the response from 
different cities in China during the 
recent Shanghai trouble, and hoped 
that in future in fighting against 
epidemics there would be almilar 
response, Tle concluded by inform- 
ing thoge present that the first con- 
ference of the Chinese Medical Aa- 
sociation would be held fn the Inst 
week in September and he hoped to 
see as many as poasible of the 
Tfongkong doctors attend. (Ap- 
plause). i 

Dr. New was accorded hearty 
thanks by the Chairman for his 
iNuminating address, after which 
the gathering was served with light 
refreshments.
